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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-9 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hallberg (WO 
86/04498) in view of Oetiker et al (US 2005/0138778). Hallberg discloses a 
method for implanting surgical device (fig. 3 and page 3), said method comprising: 

providing a surgical device comprising an elongated flexible inflatable portion (3), an 
elongated flexible and substantially inextensible band portion (7, inherently inextensible to the 
point that is must retail 3 while in use) having a distal end, a proximal end and a longitudinal axis 
therebetween, said band portion being separate and attached to said inflatable portion along an 
inner face thereof, 

surgically implanting said device (fig. 3); 

However, Hallberg does not disclose said band portion having a concave cross section (), 
taken perpendicular to said longitudinal axis; which deforming said band so that it has a 
substantially planar cross section , taken perpendicular to said longitudinal axis, by encircling 
said band around body tissue while changing the cross-sectional shape of said inflatable portion. 
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Oetiker et al teaches another adjustable band having a concave cross section (fig. 3C), 
taken perpendicular to said longitudinal axis and deforming said band so that it has a 
substantially planar (read as flatter than original, [0027]) cross section , taken perpendicular to 
said longitudinal axis, by encircling said band around something for the purpose of giving the 
band an elastic reserve (i.e. spring loading). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the band of Hallberg to have a concave 
cross section as taught by Oetiker et al in order to have an elastic reserve, by encircling said 
band^alloon as modified around body tissue while changing the cross-sectional shape of said 
inflatable portion would function to deform said band so that it has a substantially planar cross 
section (i.e. flatten with respect to the uninflated condition, varying the elastic reserve is a matter 
of mere design choice, so rendering the cross section of the band planar is a matter of design 
choice as well).
